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ABSTRACT 

102 plant species collected from Netarhat Plateaux, Bihar by the present authors is 
apart from its enumeration, an addition to Haines’ record (1921) from Netarhat, mention of 
which was made by H. F. Mooney (1944;. And since the region is phytogeographically 
important, the paper also deserves its utility from conservation point of view* 


INTRODUCTION 

The Netarhat Plateaux is interesting for 
its rich Sal forest and scrub jungle. The 
soil is mainly laterite mixed with occasional 
sandy loam and humus which is the forma¬ 
tion of the subsoil of the plateaux. The 
na'ural beauty and aesthetic value are fur¬ 
ther enhanced with chir plantation. Conifers 
from the avenue trees on either side of the 
road right from the Ghat to the top of the 
plateaux. Netarhat has a general altitude of 
1100-1230 m. The main plateaux is on 
the border of Ranchi and Palamau district 
with highest point at 1230 m. It is on the 
whole rather poor in tree species other than 
“Sal” which usually forms the major part. 
This Sal association is climatic climax of the 
plateaux. The forest is situated on higher 
elevations with rugged ghats forming the 
characteristic feature of the plateaux and are 
some of the best botanical ground in the 
area though much of the plateaux itself is 
covered by reserve forest. 

A total of 57 families, 119 genera contain- 
ing 133 species of Haines’ record from the 
area were mentioned in Mooney’s paper 
(1944). 102 species distributed under 87 
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genera and 41 families are now added as new 
records to the flora of Netarhat Plateaux. 
Primarily the special emphasis of this paper 
is additions to Haines’ record from the area 
on the one hand and secondarily the list of 
collections of plants by the present authors 
from the area was not mentioned in earlier 
publications. 

Netarhat is the best forested of all the 
plateaux in the district. Since the occurrence 
of Bauxite are of very good quality, there is 
every possibility of large scale quarrying. 
Hence there is a necessity for conservation 
of an area which is critically important from 
the phytogeographical point of view. Many 
of the plants in the area are with economic 
utility and cultivation by villagers is a regu¬ 
lar feature and hence the entire region 
should be recognised in the context of eco¬ 
logical importance. The wild plants face a 
lot of competition due to recent immigrant 
and this factor is to be taken into account 
from the point of conservation. Thei present 
list of additions, though there are many in¬ 
flux of weeds, indicates the present state of 
damage to the ecology of an area which is 
phytogeographically important, recognised 
by Mooney as early as 1944. 

The sequences of the families enumerated 
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are as in Haines’ flora. Nomenclature has 
been brought upto-date and Haines’ flora has 
been cited. The field numbers of the collec¬ 
tions are also mentioned. 

It is hoped that the present list will help 
to fill up the void in the botanical know¬ 
ledge of this region.
